Baseball 
advances 
to  NCAA 


The  1996  baseball  sea- 
son can  be  described  as  the 
ultimate  Cinderella  season. 
After  being  picked  by  the 
Big  South  coaches  to  finish 
last  in  the  conference  in  the 
preseason  polls,  the  Bucs 
climbed  to  the  top  and  cap- 
tured their  first  ever  Big 
South  Championship.  The 
Bucs  finished  the  season 
with  a  17-4  conference 
record  to  capture  the  cham- 
pionship and  an  overall 
record  of  30-24-1  and  earn 
a  spot  in  the  Atlantic 
Regionals  of  the  NCAA  tour- 
nament held  in  Clemson, 
S.C.  The  1996  baseball 
team  marked  the  first  ever 
trip  by  any  CSU  intercolle- 
giate team  to  an  NCAA  tour- 
nament.

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The  Bucs  began  their 
march  toward  the  Big 
South  title  with  a  crushing 
26-9  victory  over  Liberty. 
The  26  runs  broke  the 
school  record  for  most  runs 
in  a  single  game  and 
launched  the  Bucs  on  an 
11 -game  conference  win- 
ning streak. They  clinched 
the  championship  in  a 
game  against  Radford. 

At  the  Atlantic  Regionals, 
the  Bucs  faced  a  talented 
Tiger  team  from  Clemson  in 
their  first  game  of  the 
double  elimination  tourna- 
ment. The  nationally 
eighth-ranked  Tigers  gave 
CSU  all  they  could  dish  out, 
but  the  Bucs  held  strong 
and  trailed  only  1-0  in  the 
bottom  of  the  eighth  inning. 


However,  the  Tigers 
mounted  an  awesome  of- 
fensive explosion  and 
boosted  their  lead  to  the  fi- 
nal winning  margin  of  9-1 
before  the  inning  came  to 
an  end. 

In  their  second  game  of 
the  tournament,  the  Bucs 
faced  12th-ranked  Tennes- 
see. The  game  was  tied  4- 
4,  and  CSU  had  the  bases 
loaded  with  one  out  in  the 
eighth;  however,  the  Volun- 
teers were  able  to  work 
themselves  out  of  the  jam 
and  respond  with  four  runs 
in  the  ninth  to  take  the  8-4 
win  and  eliminate  the  Bucs 
from  the  tournament.

The 
women  did  portray  a  never 
say  die  attitude  as  they  re- 
fused to  fold  under  the  in- 
tense pressure  they  faced 
each  game  they  played.  The 
Lady  Bucs  won  four  of  their 
final  eight  games  of  the  sea- 
son, including  a  sweep  of 
crosstown  rival  the  College 
of  Charleston  in  the  regu- 
lar season  finale. 

The  lone  senior  on  the 
team,  center  fielder 
Stephanie  Schwartz,  was 
selected  the  team's  most 


valuable  player  after  lead- 
ing the  team  in  batting  av- 
erage with  a  .293,  at  bats 
with  1 40,  hits  with  4 1 ,  runs 
scored  with  18,  and  stolen 
bases  with  seven.  She  fin- 
ished her  career  at  CSU  as 
the  Lady  Bucs  all-time 
leader  in  hits,  doubles  and 
stolen  bases. 

Junior  Sharon  Baker  led 
the  Lady  Buc  pitchers  with 
a  1.92  ERA  but  managed 
only  two  wins  in  14  games 
pitched.  Two  freshmen  led 
the  squad  in  victories.  Jen- 
nifer Lewis  earned  four 
wins,  while  Monica  Neuert 
earned  three.  Baker,  who 
also  played  shortstop  for 
the  Lady  Bucs  when  not 
pitching,  batted  .267  for  the 
season  and  hit  the  team's 
only  home  run  of  the  sea- 
son in  the  Big  South  Tour- 


nament against  the  Lady 
Eagles  of  Winthrop  Univer- 
sity. 

The  1996  season  marked 
the  last  one  for  head  coach 
Sue  Killian.  She  stepped 
down  to  pursue  other  inter- 
ests. 

Vanessa  Glasscock  was 
selected  to  assume  com- 
mand of  the  Lady  Buc  pro- 
gram going  into  the  1997 
season.  Her  previous

The  Bucs  entered  the  Big 
South  tournament  seeded 
as  the  No.  3  team  and 
opened  the  tournament 
with  a  4-0  victory  over  UNC 
Asheville  advancing  them  to 
the  semifinals  against  No. 

2  UNC  Greensboro.  The 
Bucs  surged  to  a  4-3  win 
over  the  Spartans  to  move 
into    the  championship 
round  against  the  Chanti- 
cleers. The  Bucs  were  the 
only  conference  team  to  de- 
feat Coastal  Carolina  dur- 
ing the  regular  season  and 
continued  their  winning 
ways  with  a  4-3  win  for  the 
championship.  The  Bucs 
claimed  the  victory  after  No. 

3  player  Nicolas  Lavallee 
defeated  a  Coastal  player  6- 
3,  7-5.  He  came  back  from 


a  5-1  deficit  in  the  second 
set  to  win  the  match  out- 
right. 

The  Bucs  No.  1  seed 
Trevor  Bethune,  for  the  sec- 
ond year  in  a  row,  was  se- 
lected to  the  Big  South  all- 
conference  team  for  his  per- 
formance during  the  regu- 
lar season  and  tournament 
play.  Bethune  hales  from 
Ontario,  Canada  and  has 
been  the  No.  1  seed  for  the 
Bucs  since  his  freshman 
season.  He  was  chosen  con- 
ference rookie  of  the  year  in 
1  995  and  has  a  singles 
record  of  27-1 5  through  the 
end  of  the  1 996  season.  He 
also  recorded  a  1  6-2 
doubles  record  during  the 
1 996  season  while  teaming 
with  Fabio  Vicente. 

Head  coach  Jon  Choboy 
was  selected  as  the  men's 


Big  South  coach  of  the  year 
for  1 996  for  the  second  year 
in  a  row.  During  the  past 
two  years  of  his  reign  as 
head  coach  of  the  men'; 
team,  Choboy  has  postei 
an  overall  record  of  26-1 8, 
including  a  remarkable  1 6- 
3   conference  record 
Choboy  resigned  in  the  fall ' 
of  1 996  to  take  an  assistant 
coaching  position  at  the 
University  of  Florida. 

The  Bucs  ended  the  1 99i  I 
regular  season  with  a;

For  the  1996  men's 
golf  team,  experience  was 
the  heart  and  soul  of  the 
group.  Four  seniors  led  the 
squad  to  a  prosperous  and 
winning  season. 

Jeff  Traylor,  Nate  Caron, 
Kevin  Cone  and  Greg 
Woodard  led  the  Bucs  in  a 
season  in  which  they  fin- 
ished in  the  top  three  as  a 
team  in  seven  of  their  10 
tournaments  of  the  season. 

The  team's  best  overall 
outing  came  in  the  CSU  Fall 
Invitational  held  in  Novem- 
ber at  Pine  Forest  Country 
Club.  The  Bucs  placed  sec- 
ond in  a  field  of  17  teams. 


In  the  spring  half  of  their 
season,  the  Bucs  best  per- 
formances came  at  The 
Citadel  Invitational  and  at 
the  CSU  Spring  Invita- 
tional. At  The  Citadel  tour- 
nament, the  Bucs  placed 
third  out  of  15  teams.  The 
men  also  placed  third  out 
of  19  teams  at  the  CSU 
tournament. 

Another  big  finish  for  the 
team  came  at  the  William  & 
Mary  Invitational  tourna- 
ment in  which  the  Bucs 
placed  fifth  in  a  field  com- 
prised of  24  teams.  Over- 
all, the  1995-96  season 
marked  the  best  season  for 
the  Bucs  in  terms  of  the 
most  top  five  finishes  in  one 
season. 

Head  coach  Jamie  Futrell 
led  the  men  into  the  Big 
South  Tournament  with 
high  hopes  of  advancing 
into   the   top  position.

I  earn  completed  an  ex- 
remely  successful  cam- 
jaign  that  marked  a  lot  of

the  program.  Under  the  di- 
rection of  head  coach, 
Jamie  Futrell,  the  Lady 
Bucs  finished  the  season 
ranked  72  out  of  233 
women's  golf  programs  in 
the  entire  nation  according 
to  Golfstat. 

The  season  was  high- 
lighted by  huge  tournament 
wins  by  individual  mem- 
bers of  the  Lady  Bucs 
squad.  Jennifer  Tucker  be- 
came the  first  freshman  to 
ever  claim  a  tournament 
victory  for  the  Lady  Bucs. 
Tucker  shot  a  78  and  an  82 
to  win  the  CSU  Spring  Invi- 
tational. Her  efforts  also  led 
to  the  overall  team  victory 
in  the  five  team  event  held 
locally  at  Pine  Forest  Coun- 
try Club.  Tucker's  scores 
of  85  and  76  at  the  Big 
South  Tournament  also 


earned  her  the  "Freshman 
Player  of  the  Year"  honors. 

Junior  Kari  Tomash's 
victory  at  the  William  & 
Mary  Invitational  marked 
the  first  time  ever  that  a 
Lady  Buc  won  a  major  tour- 
nament. She  won  by  an 
impressive  six  shots  after 
shooting  a  79  and  a  76  for 
a  two  round  total  of  155. 
Overall,  the  Lady  Bucs  as  a 
team  placed  fourth  in  the 
13  team  field.  Throughout 
the  year,  Tomash  finished 
in  the  top  10  in  six  of  the 
nine  tournaments  the  team 
competed  in. 

As  a  team,  the  Lady  Bucs 
best  tournament  finish 
came  at  the  College  of 
Charleston  Spring  Invita- 
tional. The  women  placed 
fifth  in  a  19  team  field,  de- 
feating the  likes  of  the  Uni- 


versity  of  Minnesota, 
Campbell  University  and 
the  tournament  host  the 
College  of  Charleston. 

The  biggest  team  disap- 
pointment of  the  season 
came  at  the  Big  South 
Tournament.  After  a  great 
regular  season,  the  Lady 
Bucs  had  a  lot  of  momen- 
tum going  into  the  Cham- 
pionship rounds.  How- 
ever, this  would  be  a  case 
in  which  momentum 
would  not  be  enough  to 
carry  the  team,  and  they 
placed  a  disappointing 
fourth  overall. 

All  six  women  of  this 
season's  squad  will  return 
to  provide  excellent  lead- 
ership and  pass  along 
valuable  experience  to 
those  who  will  follow  them.

Overall  the  offense  for  the 
Bucs  showed  a  new  look 
during  the  1996  season. 
The  new  option  look  was 
designed  to  take  advantage 
of  the  explosive  players  at 
the  running  back  and  re- 
ceiver positions,  while  bol- 
stering the  threat  of  an  of- 
fense that  only  averaged 
179.1  yards  and  11.7 
points  per  game  the  previ- 
ous season.  Defensively, 
the  Bucs  returned  all  front 
seven  starters  and  devel- 
oped good  depth  to  back  up 
the  starting  unit. 

The  return  of  14  starters, 
26  lettermen  and  a  great 
recruiting  class  had  the 
promise  of  producing  the 
first  ever  winning  season  for 
the  Bucs.  The  Bucs  relied 
heavily  on  the  freshmen  to 
be  ordained  quickly  into 


collegiate  football  and  as- 
sume key  areas  at  the  skill 
positions.  The  most  notable 
of  the  freshmen  were  the 
two  quarterbacks,  Andy 
Tarr  and  Richard  Lawhon, 
who  battled  all  season  for 
the  starting  quarterback 
role. 

Tarr  received  the  first  nod 
at  cracking  the  winner's 
circle  on  Sept.  14  at  Pres- 
byterian College.  In  his  de- 
but against  the  Blue  Hose 
he  established  new  school 
records  for  passing  yardage 
with  285  and  tied  the 
passes  for  touchdowns 
record  with  three.  He  rallied 
the  Bucs  from  a  20-point 
deficit  to  take  a  26-20  lead 
but  couldn't  hold  on  as  the 
Blue  Hose  rebounded  14 
unanswered  points  to  take 
the  win.  Tarr's  performance 


earned  him  an  honorable 
mention  Offensive  Player  of 
the  Week  among  all  Division 
I-AA  independents. 

In  addition  to  changes  in 
the  player  roster  and  the 
styles  of  play,  there  are  also 
several  new  faces  on  the 
sidelines:  Thomas  Cousins, 
Joe  Johnson,  Nick 
Calcutta,  Fred  Hamilton 
and  Darrell  Coulter  were 
added  to  the  staff  by  head 
coach  David  Dowd. 

In  the  1 1  games  this  past 
season,  the  Bucs  had  one 
game  against  rival  S.C. 
State  canceled  due  to  the 
threat  of  Hurricane  Fran 
and  claimed  two  victories  at 
home  against  West  Virginia 
State  and  Tusculum.  The 
other  eight  games  resulted 
in  losses  for  the  Bucs.

hat  time  as  well.  Welch  also 
served  as  an  assistant 
oach  for  the  International 
>ports  Federation  in  China 
his  past  year.  Welch  was 
•lamed  first  team  All-South- 


ern Conference  two  times 
and  was  named  the  team's 
MVP  during  her  junior  sea- 
son as  a  player  for  the  Lady 
Paladins. 

After  opening  their  sea- 
son with  a  tournament  in 
Davidson,  North  Carolina, 
the  Lady  Bucs  took  their 
first  win  against  Wofford 
here  in  the  CSU  Field 
House.  After  this  win,  the 
Lady  Bucs  suffered  an  early 
slump  that  had  a  heavy 
impact  on  their  season  as 
a  whole. 

It  was  a  little  over  a 
month  before  the  Lady  Bucs 
would  find  victory  again.  In 
this  stretch,  the  Lady  Bucs 
faced  some  very  tough  com- 
petition such  as  Clemson, 
Georgia,  and  conference 


champs  UMBC.  The  Lady 
Bucs  lost  a  lot  of  hard 
fought  battles  as  they  tried 
to  compete  against  such 
tough  foes.  On  Oct.  15,  the 
Lady  Bucs  found  the  magic 
touch  as  they  beat  the  S.C. 
State  Lady  Bulldogs  here  at 
the  Field  House.  However, 
the  Lady  Bucs  went  on  to 
suffer  another  slump  that 
would  not  end  as  the  latter 
portion  of  the  season  saw 
the  Lady  Bucs  drop  14 
straight  losses  which  in- 
cluded their  loss  to  Coastal 
Carolina  in  the  Big  South 
Conference  tournament. 

Leading  the  way  for  the 
Lady  Bucs  on  the  year  were 
Allison  Arreola  with  268 
kills  on  758  attempts  in  97 
games  played.

Despite  the  ef- 
fort, the  Bucs  were  unable 
to  pull  the  pieces  together 
and  fell  4-1.  Senior  Brian 
Burgess  scored  the  only 
goal  of  the  game  unas- 
sisted. 

On  Oct.  26,  the  Bucs 
stayed  on  the  road  as  they 
traveled  to  the  University  of 
Maryland  - Baltimore 
County  for  a  conference 
game.  The  Bucs  inner  drive 
to  succeed  came  through, 
and  they  pulled  out  the  2-0 
shutout  victory.  Nathan 


Sammler  and  Jamie  Waters 
each  scored  one  goal,  while 
David  Wenger  had  one  as- 
sist. 

The  Bucs  last  two  games 
of  the  season  came  at  CSU 
against  two  very  tough  Big 
South  opponents.  On  Oct.

Sammler  scored  the 
Bucs  only  goal  of  the  game 
on  an  assist  by  Waters,  and 
the  Bucs  lost  3-1.

tory. 

The  Lady  Bucs  opened 
the  tournament  against 
fifth-seeded  Radford  Uni- 
versity. CSU  got  going  early 
with  a  goal  by  freshman 
Dominique  DAoust  in  the 
first  period. 

In  the  second  period, 
Rogers  recorded  her  first 
goal  of  the  game  on  a 
breakaway  to  extend  the 
lead  to  3-0.  She  recorded 
her  second  goal  at  the  69:59 
mark  to  extend  the  lead  to 
the  final  winning  margin  of 
4-0  over  the  Lady  Highland- 
ers. Smith  also  recorded 
one  assist. 

The  win  earned  the  Lady 
Bucs  a  shot  at  facing  the 
top-seeded  Lady  Spartans 
of  UNC  Greensboro  in  the 
semifinal  round.  Despite 
having  an  awesome  rush  of 


momentum,  CSU  fell  be- 
hind early,  and  Greensboro 
rumbled  out  to  a  3-0  lead 
by  the  end  of  the  first  pe- 
riod. The  Lady  Spartans 
advanced  on  in  the  tourna- 
ment with  the  6-2  victory. 

Pam  Ramler  and  Pipilas 
were  voted  to  the  first  team 
All-Big  South.  Ennis, 
Rogers  and  defender 
Heather  Horton  were  se- 
lected to  represent  CSU  on 
the  second  team  All-Big 
South. 

Ramler  finished  the  regu- 
lar season  second  in  the 
conference  in  goals  against 
average  at  1.41  per  game 
and  tied  for  the  lead  with 
six  shutouts.  She  won  10 
and  lost  seven  games  dur- 
ing the  season. 

Pipilas  has  been  a  second 
team  all-conference  selec- 
tion in  each  of  the  past 
three  seasons  prior  to  this 


year.  She  scored  eight  goals 
on  33  shot  attempts  during 
the  regular  season  to  earn 
21  points. 

Ennis  finished  the  regu- 
lar season  leading  the  team 
with  nine  goals  and  23 
points  to  lead  the  Bucs  and 
place  fourth  in  the  confer- 
ence. She  earned  all-confer- 
ence honors  all  four  years 
she  competed  for  the  Lady 
Bucs.  Ennis  is  the  all-time 
leading  scorer  in  CSU 
women's  soccer  history  with 
48  goals  and  1  19  total 
points. 

Horton  is  also  a  four -year 
starter  like  Pipilas  and 
Ennis.  She  provided  strong 
senior  leadership  on  a  de- 
fense that  only  allowed  23 
goals  throughout  the  entire 
17  game  season.

Mud,  rain,  heat,  treacherous  terrain,  woods,  miles  of 
course  and  the  thrill  of  competition.  What  sport  has  all 
of  these  elements  plus  a  whole  lot  more?  It  is  none  other 
than  the  very  demanding  sport  of  cross  country  competi- 
tion. No  other  sport  places  an  individual  competitor  in 
the  tough  elements  listed  above  and  asks  them  to  run  as 
fast  as  they  can  over,  under  and  through  them  while  rac- 
ing the  clock  and  several  dozen  other  people  at  the  same 
time.

After  a  delay  to  their  season  due  to  Hurricane  Fran, 
The  Citadel  Invitational  was  a  highlight  for  the  Lady  Bucs. 
The  women  captured  third  place  in  the  team  competi- 
tion. 

Top  finishers  for  the  Lady  Bucs  were  Jodie  Chodnicki, 
finishing  seventh  overall  with  a  time  of  20:0 1 ,  and  Ronna 
Zoucha,  finishing  15th  overall  with  a  time  of  22:05. 

Another  strong  finish  for  the  women  was  a  fourth  place 
finish  at  the  Georgia  Southern  Invitational.  Jodie 
Chodnicki  placed  fifth  for  the  women  with  a  time  of  10: 19.

Hodge  Nursing  Endowed  Scholarship.
